ORDER THE NAVY IN BRITAIN. 

Wednesday's debate at Ottawa gives 
a much clearer idea of what it is in- 
tended to do in regard to naval de- 
fence and of what the attitude of the 
two parties will be towards the gen- 
eral problem involved. Despite the 
agitation that has been carried on 
against so momentous a departure in 
policy, the government has decided 
to increase rather than decrease its 
naval appropriation, At the confer- 
ence in London the Admiralty offi- 
cials reported on the cost of two dif- 
ferent schemes. One was for four 
cruisers of the Bristol class, one of the 
Boadicea class and six destroyers. The 
initial cost of this was fixed at £2,+ 
338,000, and the expense of mainten- 
ance at £485,300. The second plan 
was for three Bristols and four de- 
stroyers, which would cost £1,451,000 
to build and £307,600 to maintain. A 
semi-official announcement was made 
last fall that the Canadian govern- 
ment would follow the latter scheme. 
Now Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in introdu- 
cing the bill, states that the former 
will be adopted. 

Reckoning in our money and at 
English prices, an expenditure of 
nearly $12,000,000 will be required in 
the first instance and a little Jess than 
2,300,000 for annual up-keep. These 
are not the exact figures in the tele- 
graphed report of Sir Wilfrid’s speech, 
but are taken from the blue-book 
dealing with the conference. 

Mr. Borden, while stating that he 
still adheres to the general principle 
embodied in the resolution which 
passed the Hovse unanimously last 
spring, takes the ground that the act- 
ual provision made is inadequate. Too 
large an expenditure is made for the 
purposes of experiment and _ not 
enough to be of any practical use in 
the emergency, which he believes the 
Empire will soon have to face. Yet 
he apparcn'ly does not suggest an 
al.arnative preposition. 

Much depends on the plan which 
the government follows in the build- 
ing of the ships whether they prove 
af any immediate value in Imperial 
defence. The cost to the Canadian 
taxpayer will be 33 per cent. more if 
they are built in Canada, according to 
Sir Wilfrid. This being the case, it is 
surely not the intention to sacrifice the 
general interests of the country and of 
‘he Empire for the sake of zivins a 
spurt to the shipbuilding industry in 
a few of our seaport towns? The pro- 
per course is to place the order for 
the work in Britain witout delay. 
They can then be rushed to comple- 
tion just as quickly as if they were 
ordered by the British Admiralty. 
In case trouble is close at hand, the 
effect on Imperial defence arrange- 
aents would be exactly the same as 
if Canada had made a grant of $12,000.- 
000 to the Imperial exchequer. The 
extra ships would be available for such 
uses as the Admiralty, with the sanc- 
tion of the Canadian parliament, saw 
fit to put them to. At the same time 
the constitutional objection would be 
avoided that Canada was surrender- 
ing control of her expenditure.

A CITY'S GROWTH 


In a ci_y which has grown with the 
rapidity of Edmonton, it is natural 
that there should be forecasts as to 
what changes the decades lying just 
ahead are likely to bring. Toronto 
never went forward at the rate that 
the Alberta capital has done, and it 
is of decided interest to those who 
know that city to learn what that 
flourishing community of 320,000 was 
like at different intervals during the 
past sixty years. The Toronto Tele- 
gram published. an article recently 
which gave much of this information. 
In 1850 the community numbered 27,- 
000 people, scattered throughout the 
district south of College street and 
between Bathurst and Parliament. The 
Telegram takes the principal thor- 
oughfares one by one and shows how 
they have lengthened out. An ex- 
ample or so may be given: 

In 1860 Bloor street was known as 
“the concession-line of Yorkville.” In 
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1870 there wereonly six houses be- 
tween Yonge strect and Queen's 
Park, and only two between there and 
Spadina avenue. Vacant land stood 
out prominently between Spadina av- 
enue and the city limits. In fact near- 
ly all the land was — bush-covered. 
There were only cight houses between 
there and Dundas strect. Bloor had 
advanced to Lippincott ‘by 1880, and 
there were about four houses between 
that street and Clinton street. Jane 
street, West Toronto, was the termina- 
tion in 1890 with a vast number of 
houses going up, a rather sadden leap. 


Jarvis street, in 1850, was regarded 
as a suburb, and ran to the concession 
line, Yorkville, in continuation of Nel- 
son street. One writer said: “It at- 
tracted favorable notice owing to the 
alluring and park-like character of 
the neighborhood. It was just recent- 
ly opened and the building _ lots 
thrown on the market. Many have 
been bought up, and we look for ra- 
pid improvement in the way of bricks 
and mortar, which will, we predict, 
canse it to be regarded as the prin- 
cipal suburban street in the city.” 
Back of Jarvis street towards Partia- 
ment street, extending from St. James 
Cemetery to the Don and south to 
King street, was a piece of property 
known as the “North Park.” It con- 
tained but a few scattered’ houses. 


Sherbourne street, like Jarvis, was 
a suburb in 1850. Nearly all that sec- 
tion of the city, in fact, was practi- 
cally unbroken, and might be called 
a bush. Sherbourne, then as now, 
ran up to Bloor street, but very few 
houses could be seen, especially above 
Wilton avenue. In 1860 the houses 
had crawled up to Gerrard street,Sher- 
bourne street then lapsed into a drow- 
sy state which lasted for several years. 
Then a boom came, and in 1880 we 
find the last house at Wellesley street. 
In 1890 nearly all the available prop- 
erty had been taken up. 

In 1850 College street ran to Col- 
lege avenue, now University avenue, 
and very few houses were located on 
the street at that. Ten more years 
found College street at Borden, but 
there were just a few houses situated 
on it west of Spadina avenue.  Col- 
lege street moved to Manning ave- 
nue, then Hope street during the next 
ten, and was beginning to show signs 
of life, although only six houses be- 
tween Borden and Hope streets, in 
cluding St. Stephen’s Church, which 
now stands more on the street. In 
1880 the last house was still at Man- 
ning avenue, but big strides were be- 
ing made through. that thoroughfare 
and Yonge street. Today the street 
cuts into High Park with the house 
to the extreme west to Roncesvalles 
Avenue. 


The example of Toronto, of course, 
will appear a very ordinary one to 
those who are able to follow the de- 
velopment of—many American cities. 
But for the purposes of illustration, 
so many Albertans having spent 4 part 
of their life there, the information 
which the Telegram gives is of decided 
value.

The cities in America that have as 
fine a natural situation as Edmonton 
could be counted on one hand. But 
as has been pointed out over and over 
again, the only thing that distin- 
guishes it from the ordinary prairie 
town is the ‘beautiful river valley 
that it is perched above. That its 
people have been unusually slow to 
preserve the advantage which they 
thus possess is also a matter of general 
knowledge. Some day perhaps they 
will wake up to the need of doing 
something and will spend — several 
million dollars where several thous- 
and would now serve the purpose. 
Through the generosity of the widow 
of the late Mr. E. H. Harriman, New 
York is now in a position to turn to 
public’ use the far-famed west bank 
of the Hudson. She has donated land

A BANK TRAGEDY

(Montreal Witness) 

Mr: Charles McGill, the late general 
manager of the defunct Ontario Bank, 
has now served three years of his five- 
year sentence, a sentence which was 
imposed on him after he had been 
found guilty of falsifying. the monthly 
returns of the Ontario Bank, which 
that bank, as well’as all other char- 
tered banks, was required to submit, 
under oath as to their correctness, to 
the Finance Department of the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa. It is not denied 
that when Mr. McGill took over the 
general managership of the Ontario 
Bank his character was high, and it is 
not denied that he found the bank in a 
most precarious condition. Unfor- 
tunately he was led into speculation 
to retrieve the bank’s position, and to 
cover up‘his tracks he had to lie in the 
monthly and other statements. There 
was no excuse for that, but the presi- 
dent and the other directors cannot es- 
cape blame for ignorance of irregulari- 
ties and crimes which stretched over 
a considerable period of time, seeing 
that it was their duty to maintain 
such conditions as would have inform- 
ed them of any irregularity, and see- 
ing that if a system of independent 
auditing of banks was compulsory 
here, as it is in other civilized coun- 
tries, Charles McGill would most 
probably be a free and honored man 
today. It was the perfunctory treat- 
ment accorded to these returns by the 
department to which they were made 
and immunity from any oversight that 
brought about his downfall; and it 
must be said that he did not benefit a 
penny piece from his speculations on 
behalf of the bank, nor does it appear 
that he proposed to do so—it was all 
done to try to retrieve the position of 
the Ontario Bank. That being so, 
there is a growing disposition on the 
part of the public to consider that Mr. 
McGill has suffered enough for his 
case to be deterrent to others similar- 
ly tempted. The publicity which has 
surrounded his case has done its work 
for society, which will be little added 
to by lengthened punishment.

THE DEATH OF 
“ FRANCOISE” 


B|A Distinguished Woman Journalist 


Passes Away Suddenly in 
Montreal - 


The following from the Montreal 
Witness will.be read with much regret 
in Edmonton; where Miss Barry had 
many friends, and where she made .a 
short visit in the-summer of 1906:with 
the Canadian Women’s Press Club: 

The news of the almost sudden 
death of “Francoise,” Miss Robertine 
Barry, on Friday night last, caused a 
painful shock among the many friends 
and admirers of that brilliant French- 
Canadian writer. 

Two days-ago Miss Barry had a se- 
vere attack of indigestion, which, not- 
withstanding the best medical assist- 
ance, brought on congestion ‘of the 
brain, followed by the death at 9 
o’clock last evening. When advised 
of her serious illness, yesterday after- 
noon, Archbishop Bruchesi at once 
called and brought her the consola- 
tions of religion, while she still’ pre- 
served full consciousmess. 

Miss Barry was a native of Escou- 
mans, near Ile Verte. 

In 1901, Miss Barry left the “Patrie” 
to found a Review of her own, the 
“Journal de Francaise,” which she ed- 
ited and published for a period of eight 
years, with great success. Two years 
ago, she accepted the position of In- 
spectress of Industrial Establishments, 
giving up then active journalism. 

In 1900, Miss Barry made her first 
voyage to Europe, when, with Mrs. 
Dandurand, she officially represented 
the women of Canada at the Paris 
Exhibition. She fulfilled a simila? 
mission at the Milan exhibition of 
1906, and again paid a private visit 
to Paris during the course of last 
year. 

Miss Barry has been named “Officier 
@’Academie” by the French govern- 
ment in 1902. She was president of 
the Canadian Women’s Press Club of 
Canada, secretary of the women’s sec- 
tion of the Historical Society, and a 
member of the Lyceum Club, of Paris, 
an organization composed of leading 
French literary women.

In- 
struction in poultry raising will cover 
all phases of the subject, with incu- 
bators and brooders’ in operation. 
Crate fattening and marketing will be 
specially demonstrated. <An effort is 
being made to obtain reduced rates 
and also rates for board and lodging, 
particulars of which will be announc- 
ed later. Women are specially invited 
to poultry lectures.

The taxidermist on Second street 
has undertaken to mount a_ buffalo 
head which when completed will make 
one. of the finest and most valuable 
speciments in the province. Richard 
Secord, of McDougall and Secord, se- 
cured the Buffalo head last week from 
Howard Douglas, Dominion parks 
commissioner. The opportunity arose 
from an injury which a bull buffalo 
secured some time ago while walking 
on ice in Elk Island Park at La- 
mont. :The animal had to be killed, 
cand Mr. Secord arranged to buy the

THE R.N.W.M.P. 
ARE KEPT BUSY 


All Officers Report Difficulty in Keep- 
ing up with Work—The 
~ Annual Report 


Ottawa, June 14.—The annual Royal 
North-West Mounted Police report, 
issued today, states that on Septem- 
ber 30th last the strength of the force 
stood as follows: 51 officers, 609 non- 
commissoned officers and constables, 
and 558 horses. Compared with last 
year this is a gain of two constables 
and 45 horses. There are 51 men in 
Alberta, 306 in Saskatchewan, 31 in 
North-West Territory and 74 in the 
Yukon. Commissioner Perry points 
out that every officer commanding a 
district finds much difficulty in meet- 
ing the legitimate requirements of his 
district with the strength at his dis- 
posal. Villages, railway stations and 
isolated settlements are increasing so 
rapidly that the strength, of the force 
would have to be doubled to meet all 
the demands made upon it. Fourteen 
cases of murder were dealt with last 
year, which included three which oc- 
curred over four years before. Dur- 
ing the eleven months of 1908-09 5,849 
cases were entered, as against 6,377 
during the previous twelve months. 
The report says there is a decided 
increase in the offences against wo- 
men.

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A HANDSOME HEAD 


Which Mr. Secord Received from Buffalo 
Park and is Having Mounted 


The taxidermist on Second street 
has undertaken to mount a_ buffalo 
head which when completed will make 
one of the finest and most valuable 
speciments in the province. Richard 
Secord, of McDougall and Secord, se- 
cured the Buffalo head last week from 
Howard Douglas, Dominion parks 
commissioner. The opportunity arose 
from an injury which a bull buffalo 
secured some time ago while walking 
on ice in Elk Island Park at La- 
mont. .The animal had to be killed, 
cand Mr. Secord arranged to buy the 
carcass entire, at a price which is re- 
ported to be $350. Mr. Wolfe, the 
taxidermist, received the head with 
‘instructions to mount it. “When the 
work is completed it is considered the 
head will be worth $1,000. The tax- 
idermist has contracts for four other 
heads to be delivered to the Domi- 
nion Government at Ottawa. The 
orders came from Howard Douglas, 
who secured the animals in the vari- 
ous buffalo parks in Alberta. One or 
two were injured in the moving from 
Lamont to Wainwright park and had 
to be killed. Not one head, however, 
can rank with the magnificent head 
which Mr. Secord has secured.

THE R.N.W.M.P. 
ARE KEPT BUSY 


All Officers Report | Difficulty in Keep- 
ing up with Work—The 
~ Annual Report 


Ottawa, June 14.—The annual Royal 
North-West Mounted Police report, 
issued today, states that on Septem- 
ber 30th last the strength of the force 
stood as follows: 51 officers, 600 non- 
commissoned officers and constables, 
and 558 horses. Compared with last 
year this is a gain of two constables 
and 45 horses. There are 51 men in 
Alberta, 306 in Saskatchewan, 31 in 
North-West Territory and 74 in the 
Yukon. Commissioner Perry points 
out that every officer commanding a 
district finds much difficulty in meet- 
ing the legitimate requizements of his 
district with the strength at his dis- 
posal. Villages, railway stations and 
isolated settlements are increasing so 
rapidly that the strength, of the force 
would have 'to be doubled to meet all 
the demands’ made upon it. Fourteen 
cases of murder were dealt with last 
year, which included three which oc- 
curred over four years before. Dur- 
ing the eleven months of 1908-09 5,849 
cases were entered, as against 6,377 
during the previous twelve months. 
The report says there is a decided 
increase in the offences against wo- 
men.
